from the glorious Uni >n which her intelligence 
and patriotism had fortne-l Y.-s! the people 
of the Ancient Dominion w .-ic basely insult, d 
by these organs with fearful pictures of Lincoln, 
the Illinois man, bind ng them ham] and foot 
in chains, and sweeping the whole surface of 
their Slate with his terrible cannons! The de 
grading artifice did not succeed. Virginia 
replied at the p .lls that she was yet inhabited 
by men, — men conscious of their own power of 
self prot.cti.wi, and of their capacity to meet the 
responsibilities of constitutional govemro 1 nt. 

Nothing can be more certain than that dis. 
ooion on the slave line will inaugurate a reign 
of terror and of destructive violence fatal to 
»»>th sections. By taking the Constitution of 
lie United States out of the way of Northern 
Ab 'luioni-m, that portcntons i l. ment of social 
•vil will ride in triumphant riot over every fee- 
der barrier, and the whole governing power 
.f the North will ba converted into one unenn- 
rollable, radical Abo'ition Society. The raids 
ind piracies and other infinitely vari. d forms 
f assault npon slavery will bring desolation 
ind ruin upon the South. But the destruction 
f all that is good and pure and noble in North 
•ru society, beneath the ruthless sway of this 
same infidel and agrarian power, will be hard- 
'y less disastrous. The preservation of the 
American Comtitution, therefore, with all ita 
present guarantees and rounimentt of the 
rights of person and property, is essential to 
the welfare of both sections, — is the first ne- 
cessity of our whole country. The temporary 
>r even the permanent alienation, if that were 
uotsible, of the cotton States, does not destroy 
lie Constitution. The division onthesla<e 
line would destroy it, and destroy it beyond the 
possibility of reconstruction . 

"The great, almost the only pretence of ar- 
gument employed now by notsionisti in the 
rjorder Slaveholding States, is, that the Cot- 
ton States having wantonly abandoned tbe 
Union, against our wish and judgment and 
•arnest remonstrance, we must of necessity 
StBMiT to their dictation, aud follow them, or 
become an oppressed and dishonored appen- 
dage to a Northern Confederacy. 

It would be a suftVient an«wer to this to 
say that while we are a brave people the pow- 
er of the State Governments will alwaystrn- 
able us to keep off oppression, and to repel 
the first approaches of dishonor. Hut we have 
already shown, tha', in*t< ad of being inferiors 
I dependencies in the Union, the Border 
.(holding States, would occ upy the highest 
end the most res|H>n*ible position, and would 
'.•in close and (ffective alliance with all the 
sonr.d und conservative elements of Northern 
society. 

We now affirm, and we ask especial men- 
tion to the proposition, that wiih the Border 
Slav-holding States in the Union, and with the 
present Constitution, therefore, in fnll and 
rigorous operation, the purti and conservativi 
portion of Northern society will fjfet tun/l^ re 
tint and ultiwattty tubdif tht Abolition *ltinOtt 
Now fur the proof of this proposition. 

We know whtt abolition was in all the first 
years of its existence. Educated people in the 
North scorned it. The rabble everywhere 
hooted and pel:ed it. What gave it strength 
and power and respectability? The Southern 
leaders of the disunion movement huve made 
some precious and pregnant cOTfessicms. They 
now bottt that for twenty year* and more they 
hare designed and have been preparing for 
disunion. That avowal reveals the realsoarce 
of most of the unhsppiness of this ountrv 
during that period. Southern disnnioniatt 
combined with Northern abolitionist* to make 
nut i «!s\. ry the sul.'ieef of incessant and in- 
tense agiiation, and thus to give it, first, re- 
spectability, and. then, power. Not only agi 
taiion, violent and contitinal, was practised, 
but the most extrt incand indefensible positions 
were assumed. We all MMaahaT how th 
attaik upon the right of petition "tired" the 
Northern heart, and gave a force to abolition- 
ism that it never could have acuuirrd otherwise. 
This, and similar movement*, regarded as a 
of ilavery and of tl 



called egregious blunders. But now that lh- 
authors of the mischief have told us their real 
purpose, it tufas out to have been a polity 
deep and dark enough for the father of lies and 
of mischief himself. 

Slavery and anti-slavery, thus forced into 
unnatural prominence, and made the absorbing 
topic of public thought, a largo number of 
male and female novelists, dramatists, and 
preachers, rushed in to secure a rich harvest of 
popular applause and of pecuniary remunera- 
tion. Then came a venal press and aspiring 
politicians, all addini; force to the abolitionism 
which they wished to use for their own pur- 
pose*. All this was not enough to overcome 
the good sense of the Northern masses, who 
remained firm in their resistance to abolition. 
It required the appalling and unapproachable 
atrocities of the Buchanan administration in 
ai>i>arrnt aUiat ce with Southrm tlavn .• I KB* 
ally to fire the Northern heart. This malign 
conjunction gave to Lincoln his immense ma. 
jority as tho only means of driving from the 
Capital a nest of felons. 

But even so the Northern masses did not in- 
tend that this election should he the triumph 
of Abolitionism. Emm the moment of that 
apparent triumph the health-restoring reaction 
began. Already Alxditi ■nism has d windled, 
amnny thr )>tof,lr, to its early rontemptible pro- 
portions. It still retains a certain official pow- 
er by means of its creatures who were placed 
in e.ffi-e by the late artificial excitement. 

The best indication — the assurance indeed — 
of returning health and sonndncs to the whole 
Northern mind is found in the fact that honest 
men of every rank and station are coming to 
the rescue, and throwing off that mod. sty and 
reserve which have induced them heretofore to 
1 ave the discussion of public measures to the 
professed politicians and to hackneyed agi a- 
tora. The result is, already, that the Press 
and the Pulpits of the North have product d 
the most powerful and eff.ctual vindications of 
American slavery that have ever appeared. 
We have before us numerous instances of this, 
and proofs as convincing of the prolound im- 
pression* which these efforts have made upon 
the public mind. 

All our readers recollect the powerful ser- 
mon of Dr. Van liyke, of Brooklyn, which 
exhati-ted the Biblical argument, aud left no 
room for reply. Some of the leading Clergy- 
men of New Enpland have just issued the first 
number of a magazine, entitled, the Church 
Monthly. It is publish, d in Boston, and the 
ponsihle editors are Drs. Randall and F. I). 
Huntington. I s avowed doign is to expose 
and counteract all the itatt which in that region 
re been substituted for the simplicity of 
C iris'i.in truth and for the integrity ot C'lris- 
ti.a morals. And nobly d.«s this first num- 
ber redeem the pledge, and solemnly do they 
affirm that Abolitionism shall not seduce the 
people af New England into a war upon their 
I S ui'licrn brethren. 

Here too i* a voice from far-r ff Maine. The 
R v. J F. Mint-, R . tor of Grace Church, 
Bath, Maine, preached a sermon entitled 
"Duty our Highest Right," which his congre- 
gation requested him to publish. We present 
af. w passages as fair specimens ol the spirit 
that is now aroused in the North: 



Jaata, As to Scripture, he thus states the re- 
sult of his reasonings: 

Th* upshot of the matter is, as it seems to me, 
that Chrisiianity neither e. j.ins nor forbids 
slavsry, but leaves man entirely free, m that 
they restrain themselves wl bin the bounds of 
justice and ractiiuda, ei'har to eiscouragaor abol- 
ish It, or to establish and uphold it, as 1 be public 
good may reqnlra. 

Now, when thi» it the rtate and progress of 
mind and feeling in tbe North, is it not certain 
that the Border Slaveholding State* and their 
neighbors, North Carolina and Tennessee, will 
not only It their r*naU in the Union, but that 
they will be in close and intimate alliance, as 
parties essential to each other, with all that is 
pure, patriotic, conservative, and Christian, in 
Northern society? And are we not strong 
ene.ugh in right, in character, and in position, 
to wait until the popular reaction in the North 
has time, according to tht forms of constitu- 
tional government, to drive from power the 
abolition disunionistj of that section? 

The Peace Congres may e,r may not 
in earn ing an immediate amendment of the 
Constitution. If they fail wc can affjrd to 
waif, — precisely because we are strong, and 
have no coward misgivings about our power 
of self-protection. We can lose nothing by 
watting. The man who tells the people that 
they will be enslaved if they wait, is either trv- 
ing to impose npon them, or he is himself the 
victim of a hysteric fear which takes away hi, 
reason. We can lose nothing by waiting, but 
we will gain every thing. We will gain pres- 
ently, if not now, the proposed amendments of 
the Constitution, not for the sole protection of 
the slaveholding States, hi?, for the protection 
mf the rhararter, peace, and happiness 0/ the 
whole country, by tal-intj the tuhjtct of slacery 
out of the arena of political discussion. We 
will gain the American Union and the Ameri- 
can Constitution, with all their unspeakable 
blessings to ourselves and to our children, and 
with their glorious example to the lovert of 
freed va throughout the world. After a while 
we will gain back our Southern sisters to the 
Union which they have so foolishly deserted. 
There is to be a popular reaction there as wel 
as in the North. In both sections we have 
wen the triumph of fanatic sm over con«cience. 
reason, and interest. When the realitie* of 
their present jwsition come to be felt by the 
people of the seceding S ates, then the moral 
character of those communities will reassert its 
rightful supremacy, and redress the fearful 
wrong which has been perpetrated by disunion 



BTWe are afraid that the Peace Coav. n 
tion doesB't make, and isn't likely to make 
much progress. Perhaps delay 1* tha wisest 
and best policy that can reasonably be hoped 
from it, and delay may indeed be much— 
everything. There appears to be little or no 
of the requisite unanimity in the 
d in Congres* In relatiot 
some of the vexed questions that have been 
agitated in both bodies, but we presume that 
the Convention can at least agree, first, to a 
declaration that neither Congress nor any de- 
partment of the General Government ought to 
or can interfere to the prejudice of slavery 
the States, secaJ/y, that all tbe obligations of 
the Constitution should be sacredly fulfilled hy 
the General Government, by all Its depart- 
ment*, and by all the States, and that all 
laws derogatory to such obligations should I. 
repealed, and, thirdly, that the necessary steps 
should be taken for calling I National Con. 
to propose amendments to the Federal

rNo one, who reads the Jourual, will pay 
the slightest attention to any statement, come 
from what quarter it may, that we have modi- 
fied or attempted to modify what we said at 
firs- about Mr. Lincoln's late remarks at In- 
dianapolis. We said what we thought at the 
time and what we think still. The brief speech 
of the Presid- nt elect was in our opinion singu- 
larly injudicious, and well calculated to do 
harm. Still all this does not change the un- 
deniable fact, that, in his speeches since at the 
various points where he has been greeted upon 
his tour by his fellow citizens, he has spoken 
in a far wiser and totter tone, indicating un- 
equivocally that the interrogatories put by him 
to his audience at Iudiinapoli* arc not to be 
regarded as the expression of any settled con- 
viction or determination of his in regard to the 
subjects to which be referred. Objectionable 
as we know some of hi* opinions to be to the 
people of the South, and resolved as we arc to 
oppose them upon all legitimate and proper oc- 
casions, we are anxious that he should not be 
misrepresent c*l, for thit would only increase 
political and sectional exasperation at a time 
when all pe>ssible conciliation is needed for the 
salvation of the R •public. 

Of course we greatly fear that judicious 
counsels will not prevail at Washington after 
the 4th of Mareh, yet we hate hopes, and 
strong ores, that a spirit Of moderation will 
bear sway. We cannot say that Mr. Lincoln 
has our confidence as a national statesman, yet 
we have reason to believe that he is as deeply 
anxious as any man in the tiatiou for the ad- 
justment of the existing difficulties and the 
preservation e.f the Union. Influence* both 
salutary and powerful will unquestionably be 
brought to bear upon him from his own party, 
tor that parry throughout the whole North, it 
is well known, is now divided into two antago- 
nistic sections, the one and probably the most 
numerous, favoring strongly the policy of 
proper concessions to the South, and the other 
opposing all concessions. We are sure that a 
large portion af the Republicans of the non- 
slaveh.'lding States would at this moment, to 
save tbe Union, vote, if they had the oppor- 
tunity, for the Critte'nd.n Compromise, the 
Border State Compromise, or any either rea- 
sonable, fair, and just compromise, and we 
tru-t that the spirit which governs them will 
make it-elf -ecu and he-ard and felt in Mi. 
Lincoln's adminis'ration. The very promi- 
nent man, who is to he his Secretary of State, 
has upon all occasions recently, whilst proba- 
bly taking care not to commit himself to any 
specific mea«ures of compromise, used the 
strongest language of conciliation, going so 
far in fact as to bring down upon him«clf the 
Bgaajafa] denunciation* of the New York Trib- 
une nnd all the rest of the iineoniproini-ing 
and malignant Black It publican press. All 
the (lopes, strong or faint, that we ven ure to 
cheri-h, may of course be di*appointed, but 
we are willing, and we think others should be 
■■tag, to wait calmly aud seo what is in the 
near future. 

Of one thing tt least we feel perfectly as- 
sured. It U that Mr. Lincoln will not, as 
President of the United States, attempt to 
cary out any such plan of action as is supposed 
by many 10 have been prefigured in his Indian- 
apolis questions. If he had in hi* mind such

We have no insuperable or even any very 
seriou* objection to either the Crittenden 
compromise, the Border State compromise, 
the Douglas compromise, the Guthrie com- 
promise, or any other moderate propositi 
that has commanded the attention of the 
onvention or of Congres*. We would 
infinitely rather, tee either of them 
adopted than have the trouble* and distention* 
of sections remain un-ettled, but, if the f-eling 
at Washington it such that neither of them 
can prevail there, we think that the friends of 
the Union North and South msr wisely avoid 
going into details in regard to which they are 
unable to agree and may conclude that they 
can best discharge their duties in this mo. 
raentout crisi. by securing tbe delay which ia 
so desirable at a time when men's 
ex.-ited and refer the details of 
a National Convention, which, it is to be 
hoped, may meet at a season more auspicious 
than the present, and make a settlement, that, 
it is to be apprehended, cannot now be made. 
The truth is, not enough time, not half 
for the people to have

egates. The important work of appointment 
had to be left in nearly all cases to partisan Gov. 
emort of States, who, in many instances, ap- 
pointed partisan delegates that went to Washing, 
ton with no thought of compromise, with no idea 
of abating one iota of their sectional demandi. 
and with no hope and perhaps not even a wish 
of adjustment. A convention of delegates 
elected by the masses of the people after calm 
consideration and reflection, would prohablv 
hare accomplished far more for the pacification 
of the country than the present one hat much 
prospect of accomplishing. Surely tbe failure 
of a convention, constituted at the existing 
one is, should not be permitted by itself or by 
the people to involve to awful a result at the 
failure of all plans of pacification. 

We appeal to all conservative and patriotic 
members of the Convention and of Congress 
to give time. Let them stop at every point 
where they find they are about to divide. Let 



they possible can in justice to their e 
victioos of what is right and what is 
by the true good of the country, tnd, where 
they must differ, let them in a spirit ot concili- 
ation and kindness and patriotism, leave a 1 
points of difference to a National Convention 
to be held when the aroused patsiont of the 
hour shall perhaps have subsided, and to be com- 
poscd of delegate* chos»n after due contiders- 
tion and full reflection by tbe entire masses of 
tbe people.

Baffled in 
their first effort at con«piricy to thwart the 
will of the mnjonry of the people, as expressed 
by the lorms of tbe Constitution and now of- 
ficially recogn ted by the annunciation of the 
election of L-n -nln and Hamlin, the precipi 
latins secession isu are revolving a new 
which is to rush out of the Union on th 
of March.

A FuAciJiKST.— Looking yesterday through 
a package of old manuscripts, wc came across 
the subjoined fragment of an article we set nr 
rite for the Journal exactly six years ago 
this morning. Why the article was not finished, 
or how the fragment came to be pr.'at rved, wc 
do not know, nor is it worth while to inquire. 
We venture simply to give the fragment as we 
f mnd it: 

WasiiistGTotf.— Wc cannot permit the anni- 
versary of Washington's birthday to pass 
without a remark or two connected with the 
present a«pect of our domestic uff iirs. If it is 
wise, in critical times, to recur to lirst princi- 
ple*, it is not less wise to recur ulso to their 
meat devoted and illustrious e xemplifiers. In 
truth, since an image is always more int. lligi- 
l.le to the ma-s of mankind than a bare idea, 
especially if the idea tie a compK X i ne. wc a'C 
not sure that a fri-juent recurrence to tho cx- 
emplificrs of first principles is not the wi-er 
practice of the two. Though, so far as Wa.-h 
ington is concerned, this inquiry is simply cu- 
rious, for the most partial recurrence to him 
involve* a recurrence to the very spirit and 
essence of our institutions. It is particularly 
as an embodiment of the republican principle, 
in its pure-t and severest form, that ho towers 
above all other men, in proud and unehalb ngi d 
greatness. Ho is confessedly the world's lead- 
ing exponent and illustrator af organ iz d free- 
dom. He is, in a most rich and perfect sin-e, 
tie American exemplar. Whither, then, in 
this period of di-eord and wild internal strife, 
tun the nation so fitly turu as io his great unci 
benign example ? 

Certainly there never before was such a 
"representative man" a-i Washington. He 
was himself a "model repub!i " in miniature. 
His own character and life presented ■ beau- 
tiful epitome the operation if that -ytcni of 
checks and balances, that masterly e.piipoi-e 
of forces, tbat harmonious self control, which 
is the necessary ground and formula of every 
successful Commonwealth. He laid the foun- 
dation of his induence over others deep in the 
consummate mastery of himself. And his n.l- 
mirable temper sufficed to bring the Union 
into kindred harmony, and to hoH it thtre, as 
if by some magician's spell. He was gtandly 
just. His scrupulous and even delicate impar- 
tiality towards caeh quarter of the Union wa- 
o piallcd only by his sleepless devotion to the 
whole of the Union. It i- this quality of un- 
wavering fidelity to the entire country instead 
of any one of its section-, «• conspicuous nod 
shining a feature in the career of Washington, 
to which we invit.' csptria! regard. He knc.v 
no narrow sectional al.initiea. I!i- laag ai 
countrv was putt ly Platonic, so to speak, llt- 
svm|mthies were as broad ss the cation, and 
all conflicting local intere-ts, fused in the 
alembic of his glowing patriotism, cume forth 
transmuted into pure nationality, or were dissi- 
pated into nothing. No s'otm of pa— ion or 
prejudice ever invaded the lofty and tranquil 
sphere in which his pidgmcnt moved. He 
ealmlv surveyed the diverse but not essential- 
ly discordant interests of the nation, and. es- 
pousing what in each was consistent with the 
welfare of all, promptly and unflinchingly 
condemned the rest, without inquiring or 
caring in what part of the compass his rebuke 
would fall. He loved the whole country alike, 
.tnd loved it wisely and well. And, to a won- 
derful degree, he impressed this elevated cast 
of spirit upon the generation of statesmen that 
appeared as he made his "glorious set." Hut, 
alas, like the electric fire | -oared over foro.1 
and hill by the sinking sun, it faded quite out. 
while the heave ns were still flushed with his 
glorv, and scarce a tra.-c tl it all remains in 
our statesmen of to-day.

the United States, made payable here in Lou- 
isville, when the transportations were intended 
for this point. We regard this as the most 
serious complication of the Pederal and State 
powers which has yet been presented. The 
New I irleans Bulletin, with which, as an al- 
ly, we have fought the battle* of the Union 
and tbe Constitution for more than the quar- 
ter of a century, take* strong grounds against 
"peaceful coercion" in the collection of tbe 
Federal revenues, and regards the proposed 
ac tion of CongrCM by the adoption of legisla- 
tive provisions to protect the revenue system of 
the United States from the unconstitutional 
and un'.awfnl obstructions and disturbances 
with which it is threatened, as proceeding, in 
its animut, from a policy which will be "to an- 
noy and embarrass, in all p.n-ible ways, tbe se- 
ceding States in all matters touching their com- 
merce and interest." It is very manifest that 
the Committee of Commerce of the House of . 
Keprescn'atives aud our Nu-w ( I leans contem- 
porary have argued to very d tTerent conclu- 
sions from the same premises; but it is not our 
present purpose to examine into these differ- 
ences of opinion on the present occasion. Tho 
atti'udc of Louisiana throws us back some 
fifty-eight years to the time when the Sptni-h 
authorities at New Orleans, having ceded the 
territory to prance, were obstructing the com- 
merce of the United States through the Missi— 
sippi river, l m February 1C, ltMia, Mr. Ross, 
of Pennsylvania, in tbe United States Senate, 
offered a scries of resolutions to the effect tbat 
"the l'nite.1 State, have an Injisputabk right 
to the free navigation of the K.ver Mississippi, 
and to a convenient place of deposit for their 
produce and merchandise in the island of New 
Orleans;" that tbe recent infraction of such, 
"their unq'iettionable right," wa* an aggression 
hostile to their honor and interest; that it did 
not comport wilh the dignity and safety of the 
Union to hold so im/mrtnnl a right by any un- 
certain tenure, and that it materially concerned 
snch American citizens as dwelt upon the 
Western waters, and was essential tn the union, 
strength, and prosperity of the United Statea, 
that they should obtain complete security for 
the full and peaceful enjoyment of such, tAi-.V 
u/.so/«ff rig'it." The resolutions of Senator 
Ross also authoriz'-d President Je-tf trson to 
take immediate possession of New ( trleans or 
other adjacent places, as he might see fit, and 
to adopt all other measures for obtaining com- 
plete security: to call into service the militia 
from South Carolina, Georgia, « »hio, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, or of the Mississippi Terri- 
tory, to the extent of fif.y thousand; and to 
employ, in addition, all the military and naval 
forces of the Union, to effect the object* men- 
tioned, for which five millions of dollars were 
appropriated. 

It is a matter of history that the spucch of 
Senator Ross, upon introducing these resolu- 
tions, and the action Ukeu by Kentucky and 
the other States, had the e ff-ct to hasten the 
purchase of Louisiana in the same year, and 
the provisions for a Territorial organization by 
the act of March I'll, 1*01, un<l r tbc name cl 
the Territory of Orleans. The Uni'.ed State* 
by this purchase acquired the soil of the present 
States of Missouri, Arkansas, and Kansas, the 
Territory of Nebraska, 4c. To realiti the 
difficulties which would result from the en- 
forcement of the payment of duties at New 
Orleans on goods destined for Kentucky, Mis- 
souri, nnd other riparian S'a'es, l?t ns suppose 
that Virginia should make the same demand, 
thus shutting out Maryland and Pennsylvania 
from the Cheaapcakat Biy and Susquehanna 
river, or that little Delaware should secede, 
fortify the breakwater at Cape Hcnlopen, and 
levy toll on all imports destined for Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey through the Delaware 
Bay and river; or that Mayor Wood had car- , 
ried out his idea of making New York a free 
city, and established his own revenue laws for 
the whole State. And jet when Senator XX >ss 
in l-Kldrcw a similar suppositional picture, 
he said, "r.one of these waters embrace the 
interests of so many as the Mississippi; the 
numbers and property affected by shutting this 
river arc much greater than the bloc kade of 
any Atlantic rive r aould extend to. " I". i- com- 
parison was made at a time when the amount 
of goods annually carried into the western 
territory was valued at only two millions of 
dollars, the revenue accruing to the treasury 
therefrom to three hundred thousand dollars, 
and the sale of public lands brought but half a 
million dollars. Every man who ha* bought a 
farm from the Federal Government in the 
West, expected the free and unobstructed nav- 
igation of the Mississippi. If this is violated, 
without an « ffirt to remove the obstruction, in 
the strong language of Senator Ko-s, "it would 
not be the niie between honest individuals, for 
the seller of an etstate, suff ring an eviction of 
the pun baser when he might and could prevent 
it, wo>ild not ii conscience be entitled to re- 
ceive the purchase money." He contetode-d too 
that the invaded right was en •, tbe security of 
which ought not to be precarious, that it wa* 
indispensable that tbe enjoyment of it should 
be placed beyond aU doubt, and that the right 
would never be secure while the mouth of the 
Mississippi was exclusively in the hands cf 
those from whose caprice or enmity we had to 
apprehend constant interruption and misunder- 
s'anding. The importance attached to this 
question when our country was in its infamy 
has been immeasurably enhanced a* it has 
grown to nunh.Mjl, aud we have recurred to 
the former debate in the United States Senate 
in the hope that it would awaken attention to 
the danger of throwing any impediments in 
the way of the free navigation of the Missis- 
sippi and lead to soma amicable adjustment 
of rights which can never be surrendered, 
withheld, or negotiated away. Sixty years ago 
the whole country west of the Allcghcnies was 
ablate with enthusiasm and a desire lo take by- 
force from the Si>anUh and French ofli. iials at 
New Orleans what was fortunately secured by 
purchase before an outbreak ex curred. It is 
manifest that this ipiestion must be met and 
decided. The right cannot be compromised, 
for it is as "indisputable," as "unquestiona- 
ble," as " ; uiportant," and as "absolute" in 
1-1 as it was in 1 -> 3; while the interests in- 
volved in its assertion have increased beyond 
the wilaest imaginings of the most enthusias- 
tic patriots who sixty years aio foreshadowed 
the greatness of tho West, the mighty com- 
merce of the Mis-i.-sippi valley, and the maro- 
o h march of empire towards the occidental 
Slate*.

Hie sensation makers have wi'hin the latt two 
or three days endeavored to vary the monotony of 
newi from the Federal Capital, bv getting up a 
panic on a small scale, with the report thnt the 
Peace Conference it about to adjourn without 
coming to any- agreement. Thi* rumor it alto- 
ge'ber unfounded The secrecy of the proceed- 
ing! of thit Conference it so ttrict lv maintained 
that outsider* are remitted to simple speculation 
upon them. It is known that there was yesterday 
a debate in the Conference for five and a half 
boor*, and that the dt*catw>n was animated bat 
by no meau inharmonious, and opinion* have lieen 
expressed by some of the ultra Republican Com- 
missiooen thit nothing will be done txcept to 
recommend the call for a Natioml Convenlion, 
but on the other hand the Border State Commis- 
sioners are hopeful; tome of them express corfi- 
ience of a d.fferent result. It it probable, from 
all that cam be gathered, that the opinion* ex- 
pressed by those who are opposed to the adoption 
of any compromise measures are colored by tbeir 
withes, and that the comproin se men are largely 
in the rn ij srity in the conference. Indeed, ii it 
etattd by gentlemen w1k> observe with calmn»«t 
and candor, the prera : Iiti|r teotimrnt in the con- 
forMM-e that measures of adjustment, based upon 
the report of Mr. Guthrie, will be adop'ed, and the 
only delay now is in perf<ctirg them in tucn 
way ai to secure a* nearly at possible the unani- 
aaou* support of th* confer, me.

rforvier States are wUling to accept at a settle- 
ment. 

Notwithstaodin,; the vote in the 1 loose of Rep- 
resentatives upon the bill authorizing the execu- 
tion of the revenue law* in the tec-din;; States, 
which Is in fact only a reiteration of what was 
done during th* administration -f Gen. Jackson, 
in reference to South Carolina, in Kid, the 
compromise party in Congres* it evidently acquir- 
ing more *treot;th daily. This is manifes'ed by 
the sqairaiing of the ultras on the Northern side 
of the Houte, It begin* to lie appirett that un 
less some measure of ptcilicati n .hall I* adopted 
the admitii-ttation of Mr. Lincoln will rot l>e 
abls to obtain ths means to carry on the govem- 
roent.

There may be found here ard 
there among the inas es a few who will, from pa- 
triotic motives, advance what they can spare to 
maintain the Covernment, but cap'al is always 
timid, and men of small means will be chary of 
buying government certificate* which may , in a 
lew weeks or a few months, become worthiest, 
when their little) surplus may in the presunt con- 
dition of affairs I* required for the support i f 
their families. The hoard" in Savings Hank* and 
old stockings will be grasped only the more close- 
ly when the heavy capitalist* shriek fr-^m invest- 
ing. There it one and only one way to enable 
the Government toeffeit the required I on-, snd 
that is the re-toration of puMic peace and public 
cmfidence. Many of those w bo are anxious for 
the success and the splendor of the new adminis- 
tration are l>oginning to realize thij fact and to 
lean more favors ly toward* the ad .prion of ruch 
pacificatory measures aa will restore peace and 
harmony M the State*, integrity to the I'nion, 
and credit to the Government.

Wm we 
must all see that the Cotton States govern- 
ment, whether a reality or a fic-ion, can have 
no jast hope for the present r.r fir a long time 
to come of being recognized by the old Feder- 
al Government, s.nd of course the South can- 
not take its place among the nation* — it can 
have no commerce, it can send no ministers or 
consul-! abroad, and it will receive no foreign 
ministers or ecii'til* at home.

The meeting resolved that at the late 
election for convention and for delegates, the 
pcop'e, being fearful that, should a convention 
assemble, their sovereignty might be violated, 
as ha* born tbe case in tome of the C ulf Slates, 
and that the Slate might be precipitated out of 
the Union, determined that there should be no 
convention. It asserted also that iho election 
demonstrated the following facts as the opinion 
of the people o Tennessee; 

1. That we have not acted In an excited or 
hasty temper, hut as freemen firmly intent on as- 
serting their rights.
